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Students visit Capitol; 


protest possible cuts

Student reaction to President Reagan’s 
proposed student financial aid cuts was 
demonstrated ina rally on the steps of the 
nation’s Capitol March 2. 

UNO Student Senators Jon Taute and 
Mark Norris were in Washington during 
that time, attending seminars and talking 
to Nebraska congressional representa- 
tives concerning the cuts. 

The rally was very successful, said 
Taute. “Because of the number of students 
there, it had to put a lot of pressure on 
Congress,” he said. 

Taute said he hopes students around 
the country will write letters to Congress 
expressing their concern over the pro- 
posed cuts. He mentioned an idea 
proposed at the Washington rally to “put 
a little SALT in the envelope.” 

SALT stands for Students Allied for 
Loans and Trusts, a letter-writing cam- 
paign initiated at Wright State Uni- 
versity in Dayton, Ohio. 

“T’d like to see something like this done 
on a national basis,” said Taute. 

A UNO letter-writing campaign is 
planned for next week, said UNO Stu- 
dent President/Regent Florene Lang- 
ford. “We’re not only urging people to 
write, but to call the White House Public 
Opinion Number,” she said. 

Students should also contact their 
state legislators and request they become 
involved to halt the cuts, said UNO 
Director of Financial Aids Robert Pike. 

An on-campus voter registration drive 
is planned for March 17-19. “If we can 


get all the students on campus registered, 
that would mean 15,000 voters,” said 
Langford. “That would hold quite a bit of 
political clout,” she added. 

“We will also be holding various press 
conferences,” said Langford. 
scheduled to speak on several local talk 
shows, voicing my concern and strong op- 
position” to the cuts, she said. 

The federal government is currently 
operating on a temporary budget resolu- 
tion passed in December. Congress will 
have to vote on a new budget, including 
the student aid proposal, by March 31. 

Otherwise, there will be no funds 
authorized for federal programs and 
government operations. The government 
would grind to a halt as it did for a short 
period last December. 

“Students tend to walk around in a 
dream-like state, thinking nothing is 
going to happen,” said Langford. 

“The point is to act now, and not react 
after the throat is cut,” she said.

Programs to be phased out by April 1985

Student beneficiaries of the Social 
Security program may find it more diffi- 
cult to obtain financial aid in the near 
future. 


The U.S. Social Security Administra- 
tion for many years has provided 
financial assistance to students with 
deceased or retired parents, said Ray 
Leach, Social Security Administration 
district manager. 


In August 1981, Congress voted to 
phase out student benefits over a three- 
year period begining nextJuly. About 350 
UNO students will be affected, according 
to Robert Pike, director of UNO financial 
aids. 


Congress voted to gradually. eliminate 
student benefits “based on the promise 
that these students could qualify for other 
financial aid programs,” said Keith Nine- 
mire, associate director of financial aids. 
Congress is currently considering a pro- 
posal that would cut funding to those pro- 
grams. That would result in an increase of 
needy students and a decrease in avail- 
able financial aid, he said. 


Full-time students who became eligible 
for benefits after August 1981 will receive 
Social Security checks until July. After 
July, they will no longer be eligible for 
benefits.

Security benefits before August 1981 will 
continue to receive benefits until: 


1) they finish college, or 
2) they marry, or 
3) they attain age 22, or 


4) until April 1985 — whichever comes 
first. 


Benefit amounts, however, will de- 
crease 25 percent per year. starting in 
September. By April 1985, student Social] 
Security benefits will be eompletely 
eliminated. 


Congress cuts student Social Security benefits 


Students also will not receive benefits 
through the summer months, May 


through August. 


“Students will notice a 50 percent drop 
in the first year,” said Ninemire. 


For example, a student who normally 
received $3,600 per year would receive 
only $1,800, he said. The student would 
not receive benefits during the four 
summer months, resulting in a loss of 
$1,200. That, added to the 25 percent cut- 
back, results in a 50 percent drop. 


A lack of information about the changes 
may also have led a number of students 
to fill out financial aid forms incorrectly, 
said Ninemire. Many of them reported 
figures based on 12 months of. social 
security benefits, instead of eight. 


Ninemire said that both the financial 
aids office and the College Board Service 
will be double-checking financial aid 
forms for misealculations. 


Ninemire suggested that students who 
receive Social Security benefits should 
check with the Social Security Ad- 
ministration office at 215 No. 17th St. 
if they have any questions. 


By the end of the school year, students 
should be receiving a pamphlet from the 
Social Security Administration explain- 
ing the changes.

Professor talks on student rights at seminar

A Creighton University law professor described 
the NU Board of Regents’ decision to block funding for 
the salaries of student regents as “goofy” last week 
at UNO. 

“There is no (constitutional) problem with paying 
the student regents,” said Richard Shugrue, who spoke 
at a seminar on students’ legal rights. 

The program was moderated by Frank Forbes, a 
professor of law and society at UNO, and also featured 
Omaha attorney Jarve Garrett as a spokesman for the 
students’ position. 

Student President/Regent Florene Langford or- 
ganized the program and said Shugrue was chosen to 
represent the administration’s position after NU 
General Counsel Richard Wood declined an invitation 
to defend the legal position of the regents. 

When the regents adopted the new policy on student 
regent salaries last semester, they said the change was 
made to comply with the state constitution, which states 
that regents not be paid. Langford and UNL Student 
President/Regent Rick Mockler contend that student 
regents are not covered by this rule, and should receive 
pay for the work they do as student presidents.

Langford sought an opinion from Wood on the 
constitutionality of the decision. According to Langford, 
Wood said the constitution does not prohibit the paying 
of student regents, but that he would not pursue action 
against the regents. 

Courts 

Langford then went to Garrett for legal advice. 
Garrett wrote an opinion which stated Langford and 
student leaders should take the matter to court. He said 
the constitutional amendment which placed students on 
the board says nothing about pay. Garrett added that 
it is a matter for the courts, not the board, to determine 
the legal intent of the constitution. 

Richard Hoover, vice chancellor for educational 
and student services, blocked the use of student fee 
funds for the purpose of paying Garrett’s legal fees. He 
said Executive Memorandum No. 10 prohibits em- 
ployees or agents of the university from using tax 
dollars to seek legal advice from anyone other than 
Wood. 

Langford said she didn’t consider student fee money 
to be the same as tax funds. She also said students are 
not agents or employees of the university. 

At the seminar, Garrett agreed with Langford. He

said students should try to work out disagreements with 
the administration before taking legal action. “But 
sometimes your only recourse is in the courts,” he added. 

Shugrue said students hae a right to sue the 
regents, but not with money that could be considered 
state funds. 

Adversaries 

“No one ever said the price of protecting those rights 
was going to be free,” said Shugrue. He said students 
should try to avoid an adversary relationship with ad- 
ministrators unless it is absolutely necessary. 

Forbes asked Shugrue if there is a time when 
students are barred from taking issues to the courts. 
Shugrue said students only lose access to the legal system 
when they run out of money to pay legal fees. 7 

Shugrue suggested that students who want to sue 
the regents on the student regent salary dispute should 
find an attorney who would take the case on a “contingent 
basis.” Under such an arrangement, the attorney would 
have to take the chance of not being paid if the case 
was decided in favor of the regents. 

Langford said after the seminar the search for an 
attorney. willing to work under such terms has led to 
discussions with a number of area lawyers.

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‘Sweet Bird’: good actors trapped in a ‘bad script’ 


When I look at the program for a play 
and find names such as Chance Wayne, 
Fly, Princess Kosmonopolis, and Heaven- 
ly Finley among the characters, it’s 
probably going to be a long night. 

In the case of Tennessee Williams’ 
“Sweet Bird of Youth,” I was right. 

The play, which will be at the Omaha 
Community Playhouse until March 28, 
might appeal to fans of “Dallas” and its 
clones. I had trouble sorting out the 
complicated, improbable plot. 

The play is about Chance Wayne, a 
young man trying to cash in on his 
fading youth and beauty. All he wants 
from life is money, an acting career, 
and Heavenly Finley, the daughter of his 
home town political boss. 

Beneath Chance’s shallow exterior lies 
a shallow interior. Joel Knutson works 
hard to give Chance some depth, but 
not much can be done with lines like 
“This is the home of my heart. Don’t 
make me homeless.” 

Even though Chance is not believable 
for a moment, it’s still fascinating, at 
first, to watch him change emotions. One 
moment he flirts with Princess Kosmo- 
nopolis, an aging actress; a. few seconds 
later he snarls at her when he demands 
money and an acting contract. Later, he 
speaks tenderly of Heavenly. It’s all acted 
well enough, but there’s something 
mechanical about Chance Wayne.

Elaine Jabenis — though her role asthe 
Princess is as much a cartoon as Knut- 
son’s — at least looks as though she’s 
having a good time. The Princess can 
only feel young when she’s drunk, stoned, 
or making love to younger men. 

We are also treated to the domestic 
squabbles of the Finleys. Boss Finley, 
played by Thomas Harvey, is sort of a 
minor-league J. R. Finley’s understated 


nastiness is a relief compared to the 
violent, drunken, and hysterical people 
around him. 

Take Tom Junior, Boss Finley’s son. 
Tom Junior, played by Robert Sharemet, 
does Finley’s dirty work, such as organiz- 
ing a campaign, “Youth for Finley,” 
and roughing up people Finley dislikes 
— especially Chance Wayne. 

There’s Heavenly (Diana Andrade), 
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Finley’s daughter, who has had an affair 
with Chance since age 15. But she’s never 
on stage long enough for the audience 
to figure out why. 

Gail Erwin as Miss Lucy, Finley’s 
mistress, can’t decide which makes 
her angrier: being made to sit at the 
back of the room during a Finley cam- 
paign banquet, or discovering that Fly, 
the hotel bartender played by UNO 
student Rod Freeman, told Tom Junior 
about the night she wrote “Boss Finley 
can’t cut the mustard” on the ladies 
room mirror. 

No one, with the possible exception of 
Boss Finley, is sober through all of this. 

There are plenty-of bad moments. The 
worst occurs when Boss Finley attempts 
to comfort Heavenly — who has just gone 
through an unspecified operation — by 
giving her unlimited credit at a local 
department store. 

The climax, a “Youth for Finley” rally, 
is the best scene but seems to have little 
to do with the play. While a fight 
ensues in a cocktail lounge, the TV 
shows close-ups of all the characters 
in the brawl. The effect is startling, but 
it has little to do with what wenton before 
or goes on after the fight. 

For the most part, “Sweet Bird of 
Youth” is the sad case of good actors 
trapped in a bad script.

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End justify means? 

By the time you read this, it is likely that the fate of 
Abseam felon Harrison A. Williams will have been 
decided by the U.S. Senate. 

The New Jersey Democrat was convicted last year 
by a federal jury of trying to use his influence to ad- 
vance a private mining venture. 

In his defense before the senate, he claimed that he 
was framed by the FBI. He said that he was a 
victim of investigative zeal. He shouted his innocence, 
even though he admitted that he met with Abscam con 
men for a total of seven times throughout the year. 

“Tf there is anything I kick myself about, it is that,” 
he said during his four-hour oratory in front of his fellow 
senators. 

Although there is no doubt in our minds that the 62- 
year-old senator is guilty, there is disagreement among 
the Gateway editors as to the FBI’s methods employed to 
convict him. 

On the one hand, the FBI created a situation that 
entrapped and perhaps enticed Williams to commit a 
crime that otherwise would not have occurred. | 

Suppose the FBI used such tactics on you, your 
mother, or any other private citizen. If they went under- 
cover with the intention of making a crime look so 
attractive that you just couldn’t resist, who then, pray 
tell, would be guilty — the FBI or you or both? 

On the other hand, we have a public official whose 
office, by its very nature, yields great power and in- 
fluence. His constituents voted for him with the idea that 
he would represent their interests and not abuse the 
power granted him. 

If the FBI knew he was committing crimes and 
could not prove it through legal means, such as obtain- 
ing permission from a judge to wiretap, then is it not the 
FBI’s duty to bring it to our attention? 

So, we are faced with two questions here. 

One is the age-old philosophical argument — does 
the end justify the means? 

The other boils down to this: Do the same laws apply 
to public citizens as well as private?
